LIVES Of 1 0 T PEOPLE 


Hindu-Moslem Warfare Results In 
Looting And Burning Of Shops, 
With Troops 
Helpless

ENGLISH DEPUTY

Mobs looted and burned shops to ­

as the 
llihdii-Mosluni 
riots 
were renewed. 
Troops are p atro l. 
1 inpr tin* streets and machine guns 
have been placed at strategic ¡>oiiit 
in an effort to control the fa n a ti­ 
cally religious Indians. 
It is believed that today's c asu ­ 
alties 
exceed 
those 
of 
yesterday 
when it was estimated that twenty 
persons were killed and 150 wound­ 
ed. One hospital alone contains 85 
of yesterday's ’casualties, 
ten 
of 
whom are likely' to die. 
The wounded include the English 
deputy police commissioner Bartley, 
Sergeant H. Davies of the Europi 
an police and an English professor 
of Calcutta University. 
Early this morning 
a band 
of 
moslems destroyed a llimlu temple 
and destroyed an idol. The Hindus 
retaliated by firing a huge mosque. 
The riots spread to 
the Howrah 
mill area. Around St. Colootla col­ 
lege 
and the m edian bazzar am ­ 
bulances were busy picking up in­ 
jured rioters. 


The current riot 
began 
in the 
northern part of the city 
yester­ 
day. 
In previous d a sh es 
between 
tin* religious sects the rioters have 
battled for hours before the police, 
compelled them to stop. Thousands 
of persons have engaged 
in p re­ 
vious riots of this kind, 
one 
of 
which was immortalized in a short 
story by Kipling. 
Moslems usually jeer the Hindus 
on the hitter's feast days and the 
Hindus reply' in kind during Mos­ 
lem feasts.

Laboratories Are Working 
on 
A 
Seri'm

Indianapolis, Ind., April 
3— (U.R) 
— The epidemic of 
measles 
which 
has been 
sweeping 
Indiana 
this 
winter is but tin* forerunner of an 
even greater epidemic next year, in 
the opinion of Dr*. William F. King,

health. 


Dr. King told 
tlx* United Pre-s 
that “ tin* 
mea-le cycle 
is 
about 
everv 
eight or ten years 
and the 
last 
heavy epidemic 
which 
struck 
this state was in 1918”. 


The health board 
head 
pointed 
out that' while m easles is not g en . 
(»rally considered a serious disease 
it has taken a very heavy toll 
of 
life in this state. 
King only recently completed 
a 
survey in Bloomington where 
more 
than 30 children, the majority 
of 
them of pre.school age, have su c­ 
cumbed within the last two months. 


It 
was 
pointed out 
that 
when 
measles hits a 
small 
child 
that 
bronchial pneumonia 
is a common 
complication. 


“ We physicians know practically 
nothing about the disease 
at this 
tim e,” King 
said. 
“ However, 
re­ 
ports I have received recently have 
indicated 
that 
laboratories 
are 
now working on 
a 
serum 
that 
promises to he successful. 


“ If such a serum 
is 
found 
it 
will he one of the 
big steps for­ 
ward 
that the medical 
profession 
has taken in recent y ea r s.” 


King declared that even with the 
rigid quarantine laws of tin* state 
it 
i- 
practically 
impossible 
to 
cheek the spread of the dsease. 
He declared that one of the first 
symptoms 
of measles is 
a 
slight 
cold 
and a running 
nose. In this 
•ondition the majority of tin* par­ 
ents fail to recognize the 
disease 
and the children go to school. 
There the g e r m s are spread and 
in a few days the 
child 
is taken 
down with 
tin* disease, the 
erup­ 


t i o n s appearing. 
“ But 
the 
damage is 
already 
done,” 
King 
pointed out. 
“ The 
germs have been spread and with­ 
in a few weeks more children are 
stricken. ” 
Many parents refuse to call 
a 
doctor when 
they 
recognize 
the 
fact that their children have m eas­ 
les. The boy or girl is put to bed in 
a 
darkened room and 
the disease 
is allowed to run its course, with­ 
out a quarentine on the residence. 


During 
the 
summer 
months, 
King 
pointed 
out 
the 
measles 
germs will 
lie dormant but when 
the families 
go back in doors 
in 
the fall, and 
school 
opens 
the 
germs will begin to breed again. 


Then the outbreak will recur. 
“ The disease will not 
he halted 
until it has used up all its avail­ 
able 
m aterial”, the health 
hoard 
head declared. 
“ After that 
there 
will he little or no measles until a 
new 
crop o f children 
reach 
the 
age when it will break out again— 
unless in the meantime a serum is 
developed.”

.From Si* to 21 Years of Age Be- 


gins April 10 


PLANS ARE ALL COMPLETE

in Rural Sections 


Preparations are being completed 


for the annual school enumeration 
of the Rushville city schools 
and 


all townships of the county, which is 
renu'.rcd 'by law to.be taken 
from 


April 10 to April 30. 


Mrs. Allic Aldridge of this city, 


who iias taken the enumeration in 
the past several years, has 
again 


been designated by tin- city school 
board to have charge of the work in 
this city. 


The enumeration in the townships 


is in charge of the twelve township 
trustees, who are reriuired to make 
the canvass themselves or 
employ 


someone i'or that 
purpose. 
The 


county board of education will meet 
Monday at the court 
house, and 


further plans along this line will 'ne 
oul lined by the trustees. 


The importance of the enumera- 


tion has been stressed by school of- 
ficials, as it is on this basis that the 
state's common school fund is ap- 
portioned. The state fund is prorat- 
ed lo the counties and cities 
ac- 


cording to the number of persons of 
school age, and it. is necessary that 
every minor he counted in 
order 


that the city and county get 
their 


full shares of the fund. 


Every unmarried person 
between 


the ages of (i and 21 years is to be 
counted in the enumeration, as has 
been done in past years. Whether 
the children arc in -school or 
not 


makes no difference, it is said. 


It i* expected that the enumera- 


tion this year will show a 
decided 


increase over last year, especially in 
two communities. 'Last year Riplev. 
township, due to a business depres- 
sion at Carthage, brought the town- 
ship schools down considerably over 
the preeeeding year, hut the schools 
at Carthage are 
now 
adjusting 


themselves, and the figures will 
no 


doubt he normal again. 


Rushville city has 
showed 
a 


steady increase in school enumera- 
tion ea'ch year, and Mrs. Aldridge 
•works untiringly during the period 
in order to -make the report^ perfect 
in all details, so 
that 
the

school ttrustees will obtain

at his house as •Shumake. 


Another man, Troy Spears, was 


arrested charged with aiding Shu- 
make in his escape. 


Albert King, iShumake's compan- 


ion who was wounded in the gun bat- 
tle -which cost Carrie's 
life, 
was 


formally charged with first degree 
murder today. King 
was- captured 


after the fight and is in jail here.

EPIDEMIC IN 1127 


Dr. William F. King, State Health 
Secretary, Comments On Ravages 


Of Measles In 
State 


CYCLE 8 TO 10 YEARS APART 


Laboratories Are Working on A 
Serum 
For 
Treatment 
That 


Promises To Be 
Successful 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 
3—(U.R) 


—The epidemic of measles 
'which 


has heen sweeping 
Indiana 
this 


winter is hut the forerunner of an 
even greater epidemic next year, in 
the opinion of Dr. William F. King, 
secretary of the state 
hoard 
of 


health. 


Dr. Kinff told the United Press 


that "the 
mca-sle cycle 
is about 


every eight nr ten years and the 
last heavy epidemic which struck 
this state was in 1918". 


The health hoard 
hcnd pointed 


out that' while measles "is not gen- 
erally i/onsidemT a serious disease 
it has taken a very heavy toll of 
life in this state. 


King only recently completed 
a 


survey in Bloomington where more 
than 36 children, the majority 
of 


them of pre-school age, have suc- 
cumbed within the last two months. 


It was pointed out 
that -when 


measles hits a 
small 
child 
that 


bronchial pneumonia is a common 
complication. 


"We physicians know practically 


nothing aiout the disease at this 
time," King said. 
"However, re- 


ports I have received recently have 
indicated 
that 
laboratories 
are 


now working on 
a 
scrum 
that 


promises to be successful. 


"If such a scrum is 
found it 


will be one of the big steps for- 
ward that the medical profession 
has taken in recent years." 


King declared that even with the 


rigid quarantine laws of the state 
it 
is 
practically 
impossible 
to 


check the spread of the dscase. 


He declared that one of the first 


symptoms of measles is a slight 
cold and a running nose. In this 
i.-ondition the majority of the par- 
ents fail to recognize the 
disease 


and the children go to school. 


There the germs arc spread and 


in a few days the child is taken 
down with the disease, the 
erup- 


tions appearing. 


"But 
the 
damage 
is 
already 


done," King 
pointed 
out. 
"The 


germs have heen spread and with- 
in a few weeks more children are 
stricken." 


Many parents refuse to call 
a 


doctor when they recognize'--the 
fact that their, children .have meas- 
les. The boy or girl is put to bed in 
a darkened room and the disease 
is allowed to run its course, with- 
out a qnarentine on the residence. 


During 
the 
summer 
months, 


King 
pointed 
out 
the 
measles 


germs will lie dormant but when 
the families go hack in doors 
in 


the fall, and 
sehool 
opens 
the 


germs 'will begin to breed again. 


Then the outbreak will recur. 
"The disease will not 'be halted 


until it has used up all its avail- 
able material", the health 
hoard 


head declared. "A£tcr that there 
will be little or no measles until a 
new crop of children 
reach 
the 


age when it will break out again— 
unless in the meantime a serum is 
developed."

Testing Seed Corn 


To the editor of the Republican: 


The "Rag Doll Method" seems to 


be the most popular test for 
seed 


corn. It was recently recommended 
in the Republican and is also men- 
tioned in the state law for testing 
seed corn. Yankee style is to observe 
Paul's admonition to 
"prove all 


things, hold fast that which is good" 
So it will not be out of order 
to 


make a. few observations on the 
a- 


bove topic. 


A few weeks ago the writer went 


into his cellar to inspect the rhu- 
barb that was growing there. He 
discovered that the plants nearest 
the light were strong and vigorous 
and that the growth receded .back- 
ward toward the wall where 
there 


was no light. Those plants nearest 
(he wall were sickly and showed 
signs of rot. 


:lTc has since made close obser- 


vation of what is called the rag doll 
method of testing 
seed corn, 
and 


has seen, or at least he thinks he 
has seen the same deterioration or 
lack of vitality in those plants far- 
thest from the light when the test is 
made. 


For the benefit of those who are 


not familiar with the method 
will 


say that the grains are laid upon 
a muslin cloth (often not sterilized) 
with a paper beneath' anfl two arc 
rolled into a beat roll and'stood on 
end in a box—not unlike a -small cel- 
lar, if you please—to germinate. 


In pursuance, of the theory that 


Kiinlight is necessary to test germ- 
ination and strength of germs, I 
went to Pitman jind AYilson's drug 
store; bouglit sterilized cotton and 
scrilized- "giiuze" placed a layer of 
col Ion in 
a pasteboard 
box 
lid, 


placed a layer oi' gauze on Ibis, and 
then placed my grains of seed corn 
on this gauze.
